Washington, January 31.—(Special.)—Un- 
der a gag rule which admitted of practi- 
cally no discussion, the republicans forced

As anticipated, the Reed committee on 
rules brought in a plan of procedure which 
forced a vote 2fter little more than four 
houfs’ discussion, this time being divided 
“fually between the associates of the res- 
olution and those opposed to it. So great 
was the desire to debate it on the demo- 
cratic side that no man was able to have 
more than a very few minutes at his dis- 
posal, with the result that most of the 
speakers could do little more than get 
started before they were cut snort by the 
speaker's gavel.

They 
are the only straight out gold men who 
hold seats on the democratic side of the 
house, 

The real reason for precipitate action 
in the house on the Teller resolution was 
not at all that which appeared on the 
Surface. The republ.cans knew that no 
gag-rule action of the house can fool 
the country, and that it is farcial to 
think that this hasty action of the Tom 
Reed body will in any sense offset the ef- 
fect of the senate’s action. The house has 
jong since ceased to be regarded as a 
representat've body and what it does or 
does not do has very little effect sn far 
as the country at large is concerned.

LASTS SIX HOURS 


Two of the General Appropriation Bills 
Lead To Long Sitting, 


BOTH ARE FINALLY PASSED 


Allen’s Pension Amendment Reported 
Adversely by Committee. 


PETTIGREW SERVES NOTICE ON BODY 


South Dakota Will in Open Session 
Oppose Annexation of Cer- 
tain Territory. 


Washington, Janvary 31.—Today’s session 
of the senate lasted six hours, two of the 
general appropriation bls—that for the 
army, carrying $23,143,492, and that for the 
legislat:ve, judicial and executive depart- 
ments, carry.ng $21,658,520—being passed, the 
latter consisting of 121 pages, occupying the 
attention of the senate during the greater 
part of the session. 

John L. McLaurin was sworn in as a 
senator from South Carolina to fill in the 
unexpired term of the late Senator Earle, 
the term end ng March 4, 1903, 

Mr. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, chair- 
man of the pension committee, reported 
adversely to the bill introduced by Mr, 
Allen, of Nebraska, providing that all pen- 
sioners receiving less than $10 a month 
receive that amount after the bfil’s pas- 
sage. Mr. Gallnger sad that the whole 
number of pensioners affected by the pro- 
posed bill was 468,468, and that the total an- 
nual increase in pensions would aggregate 
$15,286,000. The bill was placed on the 
calendar. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
reported by Mr. Cullom, of Illinols, and 
placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Foraker secured the adoption of a 
resolut’on instructing the serretary of war 
to return to the state of Ohio the regi- 
mental flags of the Twenty-first, Twenty- 
eighth and Sixtieth regiments Ohio volun- 
teers upon the request of the governor 
of Ohio.

Detroit, Mich., January @1.—A friendly 
suit in chancery was begun today in the 
cireuit court at Pontiac to determine the 
constitutionality of the Bland-Allison sil- 


ver act of 1878. 
Stephen Baldwin, a Detroit capitalist, 


purchased some land upon which there is a | 


mortgage held by Fred A. Baker, chairman 
of the democratic state central committee. 
Mr. Baldwin tendered 3% silver dollars in 
payment of the amount due on the mort- 
gage. 

Mr. Baker declined to accept silver dol- 
lars unless enough of them were tendered 
to equal the present bulifon value of silver 
364 gold dollars. Accordiugly suit was be- 
gun to obtain a decree tompelling Chair- 
man Baker to cancel the mortgage and 
accept the tender made. . 

Ex-Congressman Timothy FE. Targsney is 
complainant’s attorney, and al) the parties 
fre prominent silver men, and will carry 
the case to the United States supreme 
court in any event. Cham#man Baker says: 

“I will contend befora the courts that 
the Bland-Aliison act is unconstitutional, 
because it did not provide for free coinage. 
It provided only that the government 
should buy silver at its depreciated price 
in gold and pocket the seigniorage—yes, 
legalize the sidaling of the seigniorage.”’

ANTI-TRUST BILL PRESENTED. 


Nebraskan Has a Measure Which 
Seek To Prohibit Combinations. 


Washington, January. @1.—An anti-trust 
bill, explicit in its terms and naming a 
penalty of $10,000 fine or from two to fifteen 
years’ imprisonment, has been introduced 
in the house by Mr. Greene, of Nebraska. 

It makes it a felony to monopolize or at- 
tempt to monopolize or combine or conspire 
with any others to monopolize any part of 
the trade or commerce among the states, 
or with foreign nations, and the making of 
every contract, agreement or combination 
entered into by any person, firms, corpora- 
tions or combinations of persons as a trus* 
or otherwise, to restrain trade or commerce 
or limit or control the output or price of 


{ any article of commerce. 


The bill confers jurisdiction on the several 
eireult and district courts of the United 
States and any state court having common 
law jurisdiction and forfeits to the United 
States property they owned under such 
contracts, etc., and in cOurse of transit 
interagtate or to a foreign country.

SISTER WILL SAVE 
HIM BY SACRIFICE 


Upon Her Testimony Will Rest the Fate 
of John Gafford, 


MURDERER OF BART LLOYD 


Alabama’s Sensational Murder Trial 
Is Called in Court. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT OVER THE CASE 


of His Relations with His Sister, 
and His Sister Will Testify. 


Greenville, Ala., January 31.—(Special. )— 
The eyes of Alabama will be turned on 
the proceedings of the circuit court of 
Butler county this week. at which John 
Gafford will cither cenvince a jury of his 
peers that he was justified in the killing 
of the Hen, Francis Bartow Lloyd/or be 
sdjudged guilty of cne of the foulest mur- 
ders which has ever disgraced Alabama. 

On the side of the law there is a deepor 
sentiment than the mere prosceution of a 
criminal-Bart Lleyd, familiarly known as 
“Rufus Sanders,” was beloved by a wide 
and influential acqua!ntance. On the side 
of his slayer, there is the dark gulf of a 
misspent life of violence to be crossed, 


before the defense can hope to turn the | 


popular tide of resentment which the death 
Of his victim caused to flood. 

The death of Lloyd was accomplished 
aBbvit 6 o'clock on the evening of August 
25, 1897, in a lonely oak grave three miles 
from Greenville. Lloyd had left the town 
in a buggy to return to his home, which 
was five miles out. Through some point 
Of honor, which is known only to Gafford, 
the latter had warned Lloyd to be armed 
when he should meet him. What paased 
between the men is known only to Gaf- 
ford. He claims than on meeting Lloyd 
he demanded an explanation of Lloyd’s 
conduct toward his (Gafford’s) sister, and 
that the deceased at once drew his pistol. 
Gafford, according to his awn statement, 
there being not a single eye-witness to the 
killing, then shot Lloyd with both barrels 
of a shotgun.

WILL SEND CRUISER 0 SAMOA 


American Flag Must Be Respected by 
the Islanders. 


CHURCHILL VISITS McKINLEY 


Former Consul General Confers with 
the President About the 
Situation. 


New York, January 31.—The American 
flag will soon be displayed in Samoan 
waters by a man of war, says The Herald’s 
Washington correspondent. The vessel 
will be the Mohican, which has been con- 


verted into a training ship. 

Since the arrival in Washington of For- 
mer Consul General Churchill the president 
and Assistant Secretary of State Day have 
become convinced that American interests 
require that an American warship visit Sa- 
moa. Mr. Churchill has told them that the 
natives have no respect for the American 
government because it has never sent a 
man-of-war to support any steps for the 
protection of American interests which its 
representative in Apia might take. 

Mr. Churchill reported an ingult paid to 
an American from Arizona who has estab- 
lished a mission near Apia. He demanded 
satisfaction, but the natives laughed at 
him, and upon subsequent occasions when 
he attempted to get satisfaction for some 
wrong committed they taunted him with 
the outrage committed upon the mission and 
the further fact that he had received no 
support from his government in the stand 
he had taken. The natives have quite a 
different feeling for the English and Ger- 
man governments, Each of these govern- 
ments Keep one and sometimes two cruis- 
ers in Samoan waters. The last American 
warship to visit Apia was the Alliance, 
which dropped anchor in the harbor in 1893. 

Upon the arrival of the Mohican in Ga- 
moan waters it is expected that her com- 
manding officer, Commander G. M. Book, 
will confer with Consul General Osborn in 
regard to the steps to be taken to create a 
deeper respect among the natives for the 
American flag. 

As a result of the representations which 
have been made by former Council 
Churchill, the administration may enter in- 
to negotiations with the London and Ber- 
lin governments looking to. the amendment 
of the tripartite treaty under which Samoa 
is governed. In the first place Mr. 
Churchill thinks the salaries of the chief 
justice and other officers appointed by the 
three governments in Samoa are too high 
and these may be sealed down. 

There is no intention on the part of the 
administration to abandon the interest of 
this government in ‘Samoa and Mr. 
Churchill does not recommend it, although 
he says the only reason why this govern- 
ment should continue its hold upon the 
islands is because it is morally bound to do 
so ‘by the course pursued in the past.

States were to withdraw from Samoa the 
islands would be divided up by Germany 
and Great Britain.

Mr. Wheeler, democrat, of Alabama, and 
Mr. De Armond, democrat, of Missouri, 
protested wigorously, however, and the lat- 
ter said if he had had an opportunity he 
would have proposed a Cuban belligerency 
amendment. 

To this suggestion Speaker Reed retorted 
curtly that it would not be in order and 
when Mr. De Armond appealed to him not 
to decide the question hastily the speaker 
exclaimed: 

“That it is not in order is too plain for 
argument.”’ 

During the colloquy there were evidences 
of disturbance and excitement on the re- 
publican side, of which Mr. Johnson, re- 
publican, of Indiana, was the center. At 
last Mr. Johnson insisted on asking a ques- 
tiog of ‘Mr. Henderson. He wanted to

: importance, therefore,’ continued 
Mr. Dingley, “lies in the fuet thar “if con- 
curred in by the house it would legitimately 
and inevitably be regarded not only here, 
but by the world as an expression ef the 
deliberate judgment of a Majority of the 
American people as to their standard of 
honor and good faith in the discharge net 
only of national, but also of priv-..e «ebiiga- 
tions. This resolution is not presented? for 
the purpose of securing on expression by 
congress as to the power of the ccvern- 
ment, either as to the payment of its ebli- 
gations or as to what may be dec.ared 
legal tender.. 

“No one denies that this or any 
other nation has the power to pay in 
geld or silver or paper or copper ac- 
cording to its pleasure. Payment 
cannot be enforced against a sovereign 
nation. Its obligations are measured 
by its own sense of honor and good 
faith, 


‘The intelligent selfishness of a nation 
which is to live, not simply for a generu- 
tion, but for centuries, ought to lead it— 


does lead it—te scrupulously maintain its 
plecge in both letter and spirit as to pre- 
serve its credit untarnished and thereby not 
only make it possible to borrow at the low- 
ext rate of interest, but also to make it 
easy to obtain loans in exigencies wiich 
are sooner or later to come to every nation. 
A nation’s honor and credit are its titlkK 
deed to permanence and prosperity. 

“The sting and dishonor of the pending 
resolution is in its tall. And that sting, 
well nigh harmless twerrty years ago under 
conditions then existing, is made deadly 
by the changed conditions of today. Zhe 
deadly tail of this resolution reads as fol- 
lows: ‘That to restore to its coinage such 
silver coin as a legal tender in the pay- 
ment of said bonds (meaning practically all 
the bonds of the United States now out- 
standing) is not in violacion ~f tre public 
faith nor in derogation of the rights of the 
public creditor.’ 

“The declarations of the movers and sup- 
porters of this resolution in the senate ¢ur- 
ing its recent consideration ‘n that body 
throw a flood of light on what is meant 
now by the phrase ‘to restore to its ce nuge 
such silver coins’—a phrase which jin 1£78 
was with good reason interpreted by many 
who supported a similar resolution to mean 
something vitally different from what it 
must mean now. 


Question of Moral Right.

Mr. Grosvenor on that occasion, he said, 
had stated on the floor that he was «lad 
to pay $11,000,000 for the privilege of pay- 
ing silver in redemption of the bonds. 

Mr. Hopkins, republican, of Tilinois, said 
this resoiution had clearly shown that the 
senaice was not a republican body but was 
coztrolviced by the free silver element.

~ Removing a Rail, 


AGREE TO KILL THEMSELVES 


One of Them Chokes His Life Out with 
a Towel in His Cell. 


OTHER TRIES TO BUTT HIS BRAINS OUT 


Henry Goettel and Herman Breetz De 
railed an Engine, but Were Not 
Nervy Enough To Rob. 


( Jacksonvike, Fla., January 31.—Hen 
Goettel. in jail at St. Augustine, Fila., 
charged, together with Herman Breetz 
with train wrecking, committed suicide at 
an early hour. this morning by hanging 
himself with a towel to the roof of the 
cell. His companion agreed to dle with 
him and made a futile attempt to butt out 
his brains against the steel walls of the 
cell, but in spite of the fact that he plunged 
with full force against the walls repeated- 
ly, he did not succeed. 

The two were Germans and in straiten- 
ed circumstances. 

They planned to rob an East Coast train 
and went so far as fo remove a rail, The 
engine was ditched, the fireman badly 
scaided and the engineer injured in the 
chest. The nerve of Goettel faiied and the 
plan of going through the train and rob- 
bing the passengers at the point of re- 
volvers was abandoned. 

The remarkable circumstance in connec- 
tion with the suicide of Goettel is the tre- 
mendous will power he must have shown. 
He was foun® with his feet firmly planted 
upon the floor. In the act of hanging he 
had evidently held them from the floor un- 
til he lost consciousness. 

The two men were suspected of being the 
firebugs who burned the San Marco hotel 
and other property during the last summer 
and fall and a web of stzong circumstaniia! 
evidence was being woven around them. 
Goettel left a note confessing that ne ind 
his pal had attempted to wreck the train, 
but he denied that he had anything to do 
‘with the fires.

Agramonte Sends a Manifesto to the 
Red Cross Congress at Vienna. 

New York, January 31.—Dr. Sanchez Ag- 
ramonte, surgeon general in the Cuban in- 
surgent army, has just arrived from Eu- 
rope, bringing $40,000 raised in Paris for the 
Cuban cause. Dr. Agramonte says that 
popular sentiment in France is strong in 
favor of success for the Cubans. 


“Among people of all classes,” he said, 
“there is a desire that Cuba bt freed. The 
French government is restrained from tak- 
ing any ection in favor of Cuba by the 
French interests in Span sh bonds. 

“The object of my mission abroad was to 
place before the Red Cross societies of the 
different nations the manner in which 
our sick and wounded have been treated 
in Cuba. I sent a manifesto to the Red 
Cress -congress inVienna and talked with 
prominent physicians and officials with 
a view of inducing France and other na- 
tions to bring pressure to bear upon Spain 
to recognize our Red Cross organization in 
Cuba. All that we want is to have our 


* wounded treated like those of other na- 


tions.”’ 

Dr. Agramonte said that in this matter 
he had been prom'sed the aid of persons 
of influence, but he did not know whether 
Spain would grant their request or not.

ADVICES COME FROM DYEA. 


War Department Hears from Its Agent 
in Alaskan Fields. 


Washington, January 31.—The war de- 
partment has rece'ved advices from its 
agent at Dyea, Alaska, Major L. H. Rucker, 
Fourth cavalry. In one dispatch, dated 
January 12th, the major says that a courier 
just in from Dawson, which place he left 
on December l16th, had d'spatches from 
Captain Ray, the army officer’ sent into 
the mining country by Secretary Alger to 
report upon conditions there. The courier 
said that Captaia Ray, who was at Fort 
Yukon, had sefzed all th® supplies of the 
Alaska Commercial Company and of the 
North American Trading Company in the 
name of the government and was issuing 
them to the people, selling at the compa- 
nies’ prices to those who could afford to 
pay and giving to those unable to pay. 
There were six hundred people at Fort 
Yukon. The courier further said that Ray 
would ask the government for 300 troops 
to be stationed at Circle City and vi- 
cinity. 

January 12th Major Rucker reported that 
a number of parties had just come in from 
Dawson and “all appear to have accumu- 
lated a supp'y of dust and nuggets.” They 
were going back in the spring and came 
out for amusement. There was no gtarva- 
tion at Dawson’. 


Spanish Brig Wrecked. 


New Orleans, La., January 61.—The 
steamer Clearwater, for Puerto Cortez, re- 
ports that on January 22d at 8 p. m. the 
Spanish brig Clara, of Barcelona, for Cei- 
ba, in ballast, was wrecked on Salmendina 
shoal, turning over after striking the shoal. 
No lives were lost.

Troup Superior Court Opens with Cooper 
Murder Case. 


JURY WAS QUICKLY SECURED 


Dr. Ridley, First Witness Up, Tells 
What Caused Dunson’s Death. 


LARGE CROWD HEARS THE EVIDENCE 


Prisoner Closely Watches Every De- 
tail of the Case as It Slowly 
Progresses. 


LaGrange,. Ga., January 31.—(Special.)— 
Douglas Cooper was placed on trial this 
morning for the second time for the mur- 
der of Claude Dunson, which occurred here 
thirteen months ago, Judge Marcus Beck 
presiding. - 

In two hours and fifty-five minutes after 
calling the court to order a jury was ob- 
tained, over one hundred and fifty jurors 
having been put upon the prisoner. 

Cooper was looking well when brought into 
court. He took his seat among his attor- 
neys and members of his family. 

At the meeting of court after the dinner 
hour, Dr. F. M. Ridley was the first wit- 
ness put on the stand. Dr. Ridley told 
what caused the death of Claude Dunson 
and explained to the jury how a pistol 
ball had entered his left eye and came out 
at the back of his head. Dr. Ridley stated 
that from the powder burns on Dunson’s 
face the pistol could not have been a great 
distance from it. 

Pitman Cleveland, the second witness, 
stated that on the 2th day of December, 
1896, he was working at Fuller Callaway’s 
store and that Cooper came in to borrow 
his pistol, but he did not let him have 
one. 

J. B. Morgan, who worked in the same 
store, swore that he heard Cooper ask 
Cleveland for a pistol and not long after 
that he heard a pistol fire and ran to the 
door. He saw Cooper comirg from the 
south gide of the square with a pistol in 
his hand. Cooper gave Morgan the pistol, 
paying that he had no further use fer it; 
that he “had killed him” or that he “had 
shot him,’’ the witness did not remember 
which. Morgan went through J. N. Cooper’s 
store with the defendant and went to a 
livery stable and got a horse and buggy 
and drove down to Cooper's home, intend- 
ing to turn it over to Dougles, so he could 
make h's escape, thinking all the time that 
defendant had killed a negro. 

Mr. E. B. Edmondson swore to lending 
Douglas Cooper a pistol. The pistol was 
snown him to idertify, but Mr. Watson 
said they would admit that to be the pistol 
with wnich the shooting was done. 

S. H. Dunson, a half-brother of Claude 
Dunson, swore that on the day of the kuill- 
ing he was working at his brother’s store; 
that he was toward the rear coming to the 
front and met a negro running through 
the store. When he got to the front door 
he saw his brother, Claude, and Douglas 
Cooper talking and heard Claude say: 

“IT wouldn't bother the negro.” 

Cooper replied: ‘I'll slap your jaws,”’ 
and at the same time struck his brother 
and knocked his hat off. 

Claude stopped to pick it up and -as he 
arose Cooper shot him. 

A. L. MeDaniel swore that he heard 
Claude Dunson say: 

‘“T had rather give the negro a dime 
then to have a fuss abegut it.” 

Cooper asked: 

“What in the hell have you got to do 
with it?’ 

Wualter Pifer was near-by when the trag- 
edy occurred and heard Dunson say: 

“Oh, Douglas, don’t do that.’’ 

As he turned to look Claude was rising 
up and Cooper shot him. 

Randall Flowers, a negro, swore pretty 
much as the other witnesses did. 

Ab Dunson, a brother of the deceaséd, 
ewore that when he heard the p'stol fire 
he ran to doar and that “Douglas Cooper 
was in front with the pistol in his hand,’ 
and said: 

“T have killed Claude Dunson and if you 
come a step farther I'll kill you.” 

Witness ran to his brother, who was 
on the pavement supporting himself w'th 
his right hané, and as he took hold of him 
to assist him the dying hoy faintly smiled 
and closed his eyes and fell against him. 

E. B. Clark told of Te defendant com- 
ing by his place of business wich @ pistol 
in his hand, saying: 

‘“T have killed Claude Dunson. 
up for a negro and I killed him.’ 

T’. J. Howell swore to the same facts 
as Mr. Clark.

There never has 
been any attemnt to further this bogus 
autonomy except by the bribery of in- 
dividuals. The scheme has never been 
formally submitted to those who renre- 
sent the civil and military authorities 
representing the Cuban revolutionists. 

This fact alone justifies The Review 
of Reviews in characterizing the Spanish 
programme as shamelessly mendacious.

The Forestry Problem. 

In line with the efforts which are 
being made to protect our American 
forest lands from complete devastation, 
Schenck, the manager of the 
forestry department of the famous Bilt- 
more estate near Asheville, N. C., 
maintains that the only practical solu- 
tion of the forestry problem rests with 
the co-operative institutions formed 
within eowns and cities and designed 
for the purpose of protecting the forest 
belts within their immediate neighbor- 
hoods. 

While Dr. Schenck is free to admit 
that towns and cities themselves would 
be much better agents for accomplishing 
these results, on account of the re. 
sources at their command and the per- 
petual character of their charters, he 
does not believe that such corporations 
can be induced to embark in enterprises 
of this kind. His idea, therefore, is 
to create strong corporations within 
the various towns and cities of the 
country for the special purpose of pro- 
tecting contiguous forest lands.

be sure to draw good dividends from 
their investments in the long run, if 
not in the beginning, and that the ex- 
periment if once undertaken would in- 
successful. As forests 
are rather slow in coming to maturity, 
Dr. Schenck suggests that charters in- 
forestry organizations be 
granted for a longer term of years than 
in ordinary cases. 

AS manager of the forestry depart- 
ment of the fSiltmore estate. Dr. 
Schenck is one of the leading authori- 
ties of this country on subjects relat- 
ing to forestry; and any suggestion 
which comes from him in this connec- 
tion is worthy of careful consideration. 
Moreover, Dr. Schenck has made a thor- 
ough study of the forestry problem from 
a national point of view, and is, there- 
fore, all the better equipped for giv- 
ing his ideas to the public. 

In view of the serious consequences 
which have followed the devastation 
of our American forest lands in recent 
years there can be no greater problem 
before our minds at this time than the 
preservation of our wooded areas.

Next month’ Pope Leo XIII, who is 
now the oldest man in European official 
life, will simultaneously celebrate the 
eighty-eighth anniversary of his birth 


, and the twentieth anniversary of his 
| accession to the papal chair. 

In spite of his advanced years.and 
the frequent rumors which have lately 
crossed the water concerning his im- 
paired health, the pope is still able to 
give his personal attention to the duties 
of his office. Almost without parallel 
in recent years is the spectacle which 
this sturdy combination of moral, phy- 
sical and intellectual force presents. 
While Mr. Gladstone and Prince Bis- 
marck have both retired from official 
life, Pope Leo XIII is still intent upon 
the duties of his sacred office. and is 
apparently destined to occupy the papal 
chair for some time to come., 

Pope Leo XIII became the head of the 
Catholic world on March 3, 1878, suc- 
ceeding Pope Pius IX, whose pontificate 
of twenty-five years outdistanced all of 
his predecessors.

On account of his great intellectual 
powers Pope Leo XIII has enjoyed not 
only the homage of devout Catholics 
throughout the: world, but the admira- 


perior of Pope Leo XIII ever occupied 
the papal chair. 

In commemoration of the two ap 
proaching anniversaries appropriate 
ceremonies will be observed in both 
hemispheres. g pean . 
Spain’s Former Brutality Surpassed. 

In commenting upon the atrocities 
which have characterized the efforts 
of Spain to subdue Cuba during the 
past three years, The New York Sun 
observantly declares that the record of 
these atrocities is far more appalling 
in its character than the aggregate of 
all the former outrages attributed to 
Spanish brutality. 

While this is strong language, the 
New York paper nevertheless undertakes 
to establish its truth. With respect 
to the campaigns extending from 1520 
to 1550, which Charles V of Spain waged 
in the Netherlands, it shows that only 
some 100,000 persons were brought to 
death, according to its most impartial 
accounts. Even the duke of Alva, it 
is claimed, whose name is the very syn- 
onym of murderous. brutality, only 
boasted of having slain in five years 
some 18,000 people. In this connec- 
tion The New York Sun observes: 

But what is all that when, from 1895 to 
1897. as declared by the bishop of Havana, 
630,000, or more than half a million victims 
of Spanish barbarity have been buried in 
the cemeteries of Cuba? 

What are the awful crimes committed 
in the name of the king of Spain by Boves 
and Morillo during the struggle for inde- 
pendence in South America, when in Cuba 
yeneral Wevyler, In less than two years, 
exterminated over 200,000 peaceful non-com- 
batants in Cuba, slaughtering them not 
only with fire and sword, but by the pangs 
which Dante put among the first of hell— 
the slow and ruthless torture of hunger! 

What is the record of Spanish atrocities 
in Mexico and Santo Domingo when, within 
three months after General Blanco’s land- 
ing in Havana, 80,000 persons perished in 
Cuba from starvation, or were assassinat- 
ed, regardless of sex or age, in the manner 
described by Blanco himself in his decree 
of January &, 1898, ordering his soldiers not 
to kill any more men, women and children, 
aged, unarmed prisoners or defenseless pa- 
cificoes? 

From the breaking out of hostilities 
in Cuba down to the present time, the 
methods of warfare which the Spanish 
government has employed in dealing 
with the situation, have been wholly 
without parallel in all the annals of 
bloodshed. Such being the case, is it 
surprising that the great heart of this 
country should beat in profound sym- 
pathy with the appressed Cubans? What 
answer can the present administration 
which has shown such indifference to 
its solemn platform declarations, make 
to the showing which The New York 


Sun presents? 
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All the Way from Boston. 

We find the following in The Boston 
Transcript, which has achieved deserved 
fame as the organ of pink teas and pro- 
gressive euchre: 

Senator Chandler’s New Year’s message to 
the waiting world is that the gold standard 
is the cause of the reduction of wages in 
the New England cotton mills. This is not 
strictly original with Serator Chandler, for 
The Atlanta Constitution, the most conspic- 
uous organ of free silver, said 60 some 
wecks ago. Neither Senator Crandler nor 
The Atlanta Constitution has explained 
clearly how, if the United States separaied 
its standard from that of other commercial 
nations, the operatives in cotton mills 
would be benefited. And there is also a 
wide divergence of views between Mr. 
Chandler and The Constitution as to the 
authors of the woes of the operatives. Mr. 
Chandler wants republicans to unite and 
fight for redemption from the slavery of the 
gold standard. The Constitution, on the 
other hand, urges everybody to fight the 
republicans, as goldbugs and upholders of 
the gold standard. How fortunate for the 
country that two such mighty forces as 
Senator Chandler and The Atlanta Consti- 
tution are divided as to the object of at- 
tack. It gives sound money men a chance 
to get their breath and strengthen their 
lines, before Senator Chandler and The 
Constitution, getting together, shall rush 


on them. When that assault comes, look 
out for a dull, sickening thud somewhere 
up in New Hampshire. 

Well, The Constitution and Senator 
Chandler can never agree. Mr. Chand- 
ler is not really in favor of bimetallism. 
He is too acute an observer not to know 
perfectly well that {international bi- 
méetallism is merely an exploded hum- 
bug. If he believed in bimetallism he 
would not remain in the republican par- 
ty another hour, for that _par- 
ty, by the terms of its platform, by the 
official utterances of Mr. McKinley and 
the secretary of the treasury, and by 
its obligations to the money power, is 
thoroughly committed to the gold stand- 
ard. Mr. Chandler may be deceiving 
himself, but he is not deceiving any- 
body else. 

There is no doubt that if the cotton 
manufacturers of New England were 
getting better prices for their products 
they would not be reducing wages. They 
would be getting better prices if the 
people had the money to buy the goods; 
the people would have the money if 
they were getting better prices for their 
products; and they would be getting 
better prices if money had not more 
than doubled in value during the past 
twenty years. 

With the restoration of silver, the de- 
mand for gold as redemption money 
will be lessened to the full extent of 
the silver that enters into circulation, 
money will cease to be so valuable, the 
dollar will lose a part of its purchas- 
ing power, and all that iz loses will go 
to increase prices, wages and property 
values. These facts are more impor- 
tant outside of Boston than pink teas 
and progressive euchre,

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Interesting Exposure of the Auton- 
_ omy Fraud by a Great Magazine. 
From The Review of Revi 

There are several facts touching the sit- 
uation in Cuba which we have presented 
to our readers not once or twice, but many 
times; and those facts—regardless of the 
conflicting reports in the detalled news 
from day to day or week to week—it is 
well to keep in mind. Fyrst, there is ab- 
solutely nothing whatever in the situation 
that justifies the belief that the Cuban in- 
surgents can be led to accept a political 
compromise. The much-talked-of autono- 
my proposals-are not making an inch of 
headway. They have been proposed by a 
cabinet which cannot make them lawful 
until the cortes—that ig to say, the houses 
of parliament—enact them into a statute. 
But the Spanish corteg ¥!s conservative by 
a large majority, particularly In the upper 
house, and inasmuch as the conservatives 
are plainly opposed to the Sagasta-Blanco 
policy, there ft no reason whatever to 
think that any autonomy project that ts 
conceived in good faith will ever be car- 
ried through the cortes. Public opinion in 
Spain shows constantly increasing hostil- 
ity toward the autonomy scheme. As for 
Cuba, there is no considerable element of 
public opinion in the island that for a 
single moment looks with favor on the Sa- 
gasta-Blanco policy. The instirgents will 
have none of it, and the Spanish conserva- 
tives in Cuba are thorbughly against it. It 
is true that Governor General Blanco has 
been going through the form of giving ef- 
¢ect to the new arrangements, and that a 
Cuban cabinet hag been announced: but the 
whole 'thing is an empty sham. There will 
be no real trial of the scheme. The auton- 
omy project has been launched chiefly for 
consumption in the United States. It is 
to be looked upon as a makeshift and as a 
device for gaining time. 


The Six Essential Factors. 


To avail anything as a permanent basis 
for reconciliation between Spain and Cuba 
fit was necessary that the autonomy pfro- 
ject should be accepted in good faith, first 
by the cortes of Spain; second, by the 
army, which is the real authority in Spain; 
third, by the Spanish press as the organ 
of such influential public opinion as exists 
outside of military circles: fourth, by the 
pro-Spanish elements In Havana and the 
Other towns of Cuba; and, fifth, by the 
Cuban insurgents ‘themselves who are 
battling not for a milder form of Spanish 
rule, but for independence. Autonomy, it 
is true, is the avowed policy of the pres- 
ent Sagasta min’stry in Spain; but the 
cabinet Is only one of the essential feat- 
ures. In a matter of primary constitutional 
importance like this new departure in ads 
ministrative methods, the immediate or ul- 
timate concurrence of every one of the six 
factors that we have just named would be 
requisite for the safe and permanent set- 
tlement of the serious issues that have 
led to a disastrous three years’ war. Our 
constant advice to our readers that the 
autonomy project was doomed to complete 
failure rested upon the knowledge that the 
Sagasta cabinet had not secured even the 
apparent approval or concurrence of 2 
single one of the other five essential fac- 
tors. 

Five Factors Against Autonomy. 


The cortes, when a new Spanish cabinet 
comes into power, can usually be Kept cut 
of session for three months, and then a 
new election can be held, in which the 
cabinet, through well-known Spanish meth- 
ods of patronage and corruption, can crmii- 
narily secure its own kind of a majority 
in the lower chamber. This, of course, it 
was always easier for the Canovas party 
to accomplish than for the Sagasta party 
for the palpable reason that the conserva- 
tives are richer, more corrupt and strong- 
er with the loeal vested interests that can 
manipulate the ignorant vote than are the 
liberals. When Canovas was assassinated a 
few months ago the conservative majority 
in ‘the cortes was overwhelmingly large. 
There has been no true change of sentl- 
ment great enough to give the Sagasta 
cabinet a working majority in the popular 
branch of the legislative chamber. 

The upper branch is so constituted that 
its conservative and reactionary character 
may be relied upon as surely as that of 
the English house of lords. The cortes will 
not. therefore, be at all likely under any 
circumstances to ratify the Sagasta scheme 
of Cuban autonomy. As for the Spanish 
army, its sympathies ar wholly with the 
conservative party, and its sentiments 
are best expressed by General Weyler and 
his friends, who have for weeks past been 
denouncing the automony project with a 
steadily growing boldness and defiance. 
The prevailing tone of the Spanish press, 
furthermore, as representing the commer- 
cial and industrial interests of Spain, Is 
prevailingly hostile to the autonomy 
scheme, because it is perceived by Spanish 
manufacturers and merchants that autono- 
my would inevitably mean such changes in 
the Cuban tariff as would in the end trans- 
fer Spain’s specially protected colonial com- 
merce to the merchants and traders of the 
United States. But if the ruling factors in 
Spain are unwilling to grant autonomy to 
Cuba, still more emphatically is it true 
that the two essential factors in Cuba itself 
have not the remotest intention to accept ‘ 
it. The Spanish-Cuban element has been 
more bitterly opposed to the patriotic move- 
ment of the “Cuba Libre” insurgents than 
the Spaniards of the home country: and 
these Cuban-Spaniards look upon the au- 
tonomy scheme as a device which sacrifices 
them to their enemies. They believe that 
the eventual result of Cuban autonomy 
would be to place the home rule adminis- 
tration in the hands of the leaders of the 
insurrectionary movement; and they would 
vastly prefer interference by the United 
States and an out-and-out annexation to 
America rather than a nominal connection 
with Spain under an actual local govern- 
ment carried on by the leaders of the ex- 
isting insurrection. And finally, as for the 
insurgents themselves, there has never 
been the slightest reason to suppose that 
the autonomy proposals would have any 
attraction whatsoever for them. They 
looked upon the recall of Weyler and the 
new Sagasta-Blanco policy as a _ public 
confession of weakness and despair on the 
part of Spain, and they took heart accord- 
ingly, believing the end to be near. 

What “Autonomy” Was Meant To Ac- 
complish. 


The real fact is that the autonomy 
scheme was intended to delude for a time 
the people of the United States, with the 
industrioua assistance of certain American 
newspapers and certali business interests 
that have @iscovered reasons of their own 
for helping the Spanish government in its 
endeavors to mislead American public opin- 
jon. The plan by which in Cuba it was 
hoped that the bogus autonomy proposals 
might be used in a way to injure the itn- 
Ssurgents ought also to be clearly under- 
sicod. Instead of having these proposals 
submitted in a straightforward and proper 
manner to the central authorities, civil and 
military, of the Cuban republic, it was the 
plan of Governor General Blanco to send 
emissaries into detached camps, with epe- 
cial inducements to the leaders of a great 
number of different bands of insurgents. 
These emissaries were carefully selected 

ith reference to the leaders whose defec- 
tion it was hoped to accomplish. Wherever 
possible the emissary was an old-time ac- 
quaintanee or friend of the leader to whom 
he was sent When these emigsaries were 
dispatched as peace commissioners to the 
various insurgent camps, the pro Spanish 
press was supplied with endless false dis- 
patches announcing the actual or p-re:spec- 
tive accepfAnce of the autonomy plan by 
one and another of the insurgent chieftains. 
The game as a whole was an extremely 
adroit ome, and nothing more s«ahme'esaly 
mendacious was ever attempted. These de- 
tached Cuban leaders were all of them 
eworn to do battle in good faith for Cuban 
independence and to obey absolutely the 
orders of their superiors. This fact was 
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The Execution of Colonel Ruiz. * 


After a while, however, the Spaniards 
were not able further to suppress the news 
that their emissaries were not returning; 
and in die time the world received the 
shocking announcement of the execution of 
General Blanco’s aid-de-camp, C-tonel Kuiz, 
who had been sent to the camp of 
the insurgent chief Rodriguez. Ruiz had 
been tried by a Cuban courtmartial, con- 
demned to death and immediately shot. 
There has been a great deal of condemna- 
tion of the Cuban insurgents as barbarians 
in view of this action. It should be borne 
in mind, however, that deadly warfare ex- 
ists in Cuba, and that the emissaries of 
General Blanco were not in good 
faith carrying peace proposals to 
the insurgents, but were using the 
bogus autonomy project as an ex- 
cuse for getting access to separate subordi- 
nate Cuban leaders, with the purpose of 
bribing them to become traitors to their 
cause. It was well known by the Spanish 
authorities that all these commanders of 
detached fighting bands of insurgents were 
under orders to consider no proposals from 
the enemy and to treat any Spanish emis- 
saries as spies. We have no hesitation in 
expressing the opinion that under all the 
circumstances Rodriguez and his court- 
martial were justified in condemning Colo- 
nel Ruiz, and that the fate which overtook 
other emissaries sent out by Blanco was 
equally justifiable from the standpoint of 
military necessity. In no other way with 
80 little loss of life could the Cuban in- 
surgents have convinced the world promptly 
and unmistakably that the Spanish author- 
ities were engaged in a conspiracy of 
trickery and falsehood in their widespread 
reports that the insurgents were rapidly 
accepting autonomy, and that the insur- 
gent chieftains were one after another glad- 
ly availing themselves of opportunities to 
obtain commissions in the Spanish army or 
civil offices under the proposed autonomist 
government. The juncture was @ grave one, 
and the insurgent authorities could not 
afford to allow suspicion to be cast upon 
any of their leaders in the field. Every one 
must regtet the death of Colonel Ruiz, pre- 
cisely as the death of Major Andre will 
always be lamented. But the justification 
for the execution of Ruiz was more clear 
than that which led our revolutionary fore- 
fathers to execute Andre. Each of these 
officers was engaged in negotiations to se- 
cure the treasonable defection of a milita- 
ry opponent. But in the case of Bene- 
dict Arnold, the British emissary had been 
actually invited into the corrupt negdtia- 
tion, while Colonel Ruiz took his life in his 
hand at the behest of his superior, General 
Blanco, in a presumptuous attempt to bribe 
and corrupt an insurgent chieftain who cer- 
tainly could not afford to have any suspi- 
cion cast upon his loyalty to the Cuban 
cause. The execution of such emissaries, 
like the execution of spies in time of war, 
rests upon grounds of military necessity 
that must exist until wars themselves are 
abolished. 

Will the White Squadron Advance to 
Havana? ° 

Probably the presence of so powerful an 
American squadron in the vicinity of Ha- 
vana will have some restraining effect up- 
on the excited population of the Cuban egap- 
ital. Nevertheless it would seem to us now 
as more than likely that the fleet would be 
compelled by circumstances in the early 
future to proceed from the Dry Tortugas 
to the Cuban coast. Much, of course, will 
depend upon happenings in Spain. The 
Sagasta cabinet is by no means secure, and 
it would not be strange if it should be 
overthrown before these pages reach our 
readers. General Weyler is moving heaven 
and earth to attain political control in 
Spain, in order to ride rough-shod over his 
enemies. His remarkable protest addresscd 
directly to the queen regent against the al- 
lusions in President McKinley’s message 
has been“given to the public. General Wey- 
ler must either take the chances of a 
court marttal or must succeed in produc- 
ing a cabinet crisis and overthrow the 
Sagasta ministry. In the event of a new 
conservative cabinet, dominated either 
openly or behind the scenes by General 
Weyler, a clash between Spain and the 
United States would be almost inevitable. 
The conviction is growing throughout the 
whole civilized world that the Cuban ques- 
tion must be settled very soon, and that 
the United States, in one manner or anotl- 
er, is destined to be drawn into the con- 
troversy.

FUNERAL OF DR. ¢. A. SIMMONS 


Arrangements (Will Be Made Today 
When His Son Arrives. 


MAY BE BURIED IN FLORIDA 


“Dr. Simmons Was Well Known 


Throughout the South—Sketch 
| of His Life.

“The arrangements for the funerat of Dr. 
C. A. Simmons, the well-known physician, 
who died suddenly Sunday night at the 
residence of his daughter, Mrs. W. J. The- 
baut. 22 Brotherton street, will not be an- 
nounced until after the arrival of his son, 
Mr. F. W. Simmons, from Fernandina, Fla. 
Mr. F. W. Simmons will arrive early this 
morning. 

Dr. C. A. Simmons was the son of A. Q. 
Simmons, the discoverer of the original 
Simmons’s Regulator. For a great many 
years he was interested in the manufac- 
ture and sale of this medicine and while 
interested in it won for himself a national 
reputation. The medicine became Known 
throughout America, and though made by 
the father of C. A. Simmons, was after- 
wards improved on by the deceased and 
the name changed from Simmons’s Liver 
Medicine to Simmons’s Liver Regulator. 

Dr. Simmons was born near LaFayette, 
Ga. It was at this place that his father 
lived and there the medicine was first used. 
At the age of eighteen Dr. Simmons began 
to aid his father in the manufacture of the 
medicine and shortly afterwards took al- 
most complete control or its sale. For the 
first ten months the medicine was placed 
on the market it netted the owner some- 
thing like $11,000. 

Before he was twenty-one years of age 
Dr. Simmons was a prominent pracficing 
physician and at the age of twenty-one he 
married Miss (Martha Vincent, of Virginia. 
In the third year of the war he moved 
from Gainesville to Barnesville. In 1868, 
after selling the right to manufacture the 
liver medicine to J. H. Zeilin & Co., of Ma- 
con, for $60,000, he moved to Florida.

This 
is the same per cent as is given by the old 
stamp company, but the new campany 
claims that its cards are better, for the 
purchaser doesn’t have to wait until he or 
she buys $100 worth before the 5 per cent 
can be collected. As soon as a customer 
buys $1 worth and gets 6 cents worth of 
cards the purchaser can get the value of 
the ten cards. Several of the largest firms 
In Atlanta have gone into the new com- 
pany and will begin ustng the stamps at 
once. Mr. High said yesterday that the 
Stamp company would not gell any stamps 
until after he saw what action council will 
take on the stamp question today. He 
does not believe that council will take any 
action against the stamp companies, but 
he does not care if the license tax !s 
raised, as he already has a six months’ 
license.

Details of the Programme Will 


Be Announced in Circular Let- 
ter Sent Out Today.

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Several important changes ‘have been 
mate in the programme of the manufactur- 
ers’ convention to be held in this city Feb- 


ruary 10th. 
Although the convention will be held un- 


der the anspices of the Atlanta ciiamber 
of commerce, it has been practically made 
a state affair and will be held at the capi- 
tol. The convention has been called for 
the purpose of promoting the manufactur- 
ing interests of Georgia. 

Nearly. every city in the state will be 
represented and the mayors are among the 
delegates. It has been suggested that a 
permanent organization be formed for the 


purpose of executing the plans adopted at 
the convention and this seems to meet 
with the approbation of those at tne head 
of the scheme. If this feature ts adopted 
the convention will be held every year. 

The convention will be called to order 
by Governor W. Y. Atkinson, at 11 o’clock 
in the house of representatives. The ad- 
dress of welcome will be delivered by him 
and this will be responded to by Colonel W. 
WwW. Gordon, of Savannah, on behalf of the 
visitors. Committees will be appointed in 
order to shorten the work of the convention 
and adjournment will occur for dinner at 1 
o'clock. The convention will be called to 
order again at 3 o’clock, and will remain 
in session the remainder of the afternoon. 

The list of speakers at the dinner to be 
given by the chamber of commerce to the 
visitors at the Kimball on the aight of the 
convention has been revised. Hon. Allen 
D, Candler will be the first to respond. Al)- 
though it is the wisb of the chamber of 
commerce that no political significance be 
given this fact, much interest is felt, be- 
cause it wili be the first public speech of 
Colonel Candler since his formal announce- 
ment for the governorship. 

Preparations for both the dinner ¢end the 
convention will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible and everything will be in splendid 
ehape when the @ay arrives. The f-liewing 
is a copy of the letters to be sent to ihe 
delegates this morning:

HER CONDITION IS SERIOUS 


Quinn Declares He Is Innocent—Many 
of His Friends Visit Him in 
His Cell. 


A w@rrant was sworn out against John 
W. Quinn yesterday morning before ‘Jus- 
tice Foute charging him with a criminal 
assault and there will be a preliminary 
trial as soon as Miss Clary is able to ap- 
‘pear in court. 

From the number of men who visited 


Quinn at the police barracks yesterday it: 


seems as if he has plenty of friends to help 
him in his trouble. 

That Quinn is in a serious scrape, wheth- 
er guilty or innocent,, all of his many 
fr.ends admit. 

The story of the charge made by Miss 
Clary was published in yesterday's Con- 
stitution. She alleged that Quinn, who Is 
an engineer on the Georgia Pacific branch 
of the Southern railway, visited her at her 
mother’s home, 408 Simpson street, Satur- 
day afternoon and that while there he made 
a criminal assault upon her. The assault 
is said to have taken place in the parlor 
while the family were sitting in another 
room in the house. 

Miss Clary’s mother has married a second 
time and is divorced from Clary. Her sec- 
ond husband is R. W. Terry, @ railroad 
track raiser. Clary lives with his former 
wife, two daughters and his _ for- 
mer wife's second husband. Mrs. 
Terry explains that this was brought 
about by Mr. Clary getting out of work 
and she and his daughters took compas- 
sion on him and gave him a home until he 
found employment. 

In her statement as to how the assault 
was made Miss Clary says: 

“After Mr. Quinn had been with me two 
or three hours, and I had played on the 
organ for him he arose, saying he was 
going to leave. 1 helped him put on his 
overcoat, and as soon as the coat wis on 
he turned upon me and grasped me by the 
throat. As he choked and pushed me back- 
wards he opened a knife with his teeth, 
saying if 1 screamed he would cyt my 
throat. I fainted and when I regained con- 
sciousness he was standing over me with 
the knife in his hand, and he said if I ever 
told what he had done he would kill me. 
I went to mv mother and told her all that 
had happened and then I fainted again.” 

The young girl, who is not quite seventeen 
years of age, was in a nervous conditfon 
yesterday and may be confined to her bed 
for several days. 

A fine diamond ring which Quinn is 
now wearing on his finger is thought by 
the police to play a very important part 
in the affair. The ring was taken by 
Quinn to Miss Clary’s home. He says now 
that he bought it for himself.

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Bright Women ‘Discuss 
a Live Topte 
The incident in itself of a woman's hav- 
ing entered a barroom and called for a 
@grink, is not one that her sex cares to 
iscuss or in any instance countenance. 
But the arrest of a woman committing 
guch a breach of womanly propriety brings 
out another question, which the women 
of the day alive to all interests of. their 
gex are apt to discuss. In the matter of 
women entering barrooms. the state has 
made no laws, but the code of the city 
reads: 7 
“Section 726. It shall be unlawful for any 
woman or girl to enter any barrom or 
room concocted in the city of Atlanta for 
the purpose of drinking or loitering there- 


in. 

“Section 727. And any woman or girl 
violating this ordinance, and proprietor 
or employee in a barroom permitting such 
violation, shall be arrested and on con- 
viction in the recorder’s court shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than % nor 
exceeding $10, or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding thirty days. in tae discretion of 
the court trying the case.” 


When asked for her opinion of the re- 


cent inc'dent of a woman's violating the 
above law and being arrested, Mrs. W. 
B. Lowe said: | 

“TJ do not approve of the custom of en- 
tering barrooms for. men or women; but 
I am not of the number who can read 
with ind fference the announcement made 
in the morning paper a few days ago to 
the effect that &2 woman had been arrested 
for entering a barroom. Since the aboli- 
tion of slavery in our country we have 
proud’g boasted that we are a free peo- 
ple, a*d yet no individual is free who 
is not in possession of his or her natural 
God-given rights. If it is the purpose of 
our governmet to protect and maintain 
for its people these rights, surely the right 
to enter a public place, licensed by the 
flaw of our city, is the natural right of all 
citizens, men and women alike: and the 
only restraining influence which can be 
fesorted to is one’s own consciousness of 
right and wrong. No law or ordinance 
can deprive a woman of this right except 
it become the tyranny of the strong to 
oppress the weak. If this law was made 
for the interest of morality and for the 
protection of women, it is very faultv 
and weak, because that protection should 
begin at an earlier age in protecting 
against the evils which really beset the 
pathway of young girls, and make of them 
immoral women. Protect the children of 
both sexes, but let the law not begin to 
protect where it should leave off. 

“Clearly this law was not made fn the 
interest of morality, for by preventing a 
woman from entering a barroom when she 
may go to suppress evil, or in search of a 
drunken husband, she is. deprived of her 
Mberty, and the law shas. not only tres- 
passed it bounds but has done,society an 
injury. In this view of the subject, the 
law, furthermore, is operated in the in- 
terest of immorality. Since our consti- 
tution clearly prohibits class legislation 
we hope to see a test case made in this 
instance, for if this is not class legislation, 
where shall we find it? Do away with such 
unjust laws and put in their place those 
that are a crying need for the protection 
of helpless women and children, and which 
will promote good and suppress evil.” ,. 

Mrs. W. H. Patillo, when asked for her 
Opinion on the subject, said: 

“A woman who could enter a saloon and 
order a drink has so far lost the dignity 
of womanhood as to be unsexed. The pre- 
text of needing whisky as medicine cannot 
Justify the saloon incident, since any drug 
store could have furnished it. Such con- 
duct may be consistent with the doctrine 
of equal rights, but as in many other 
cases the theory is sounder than the prac- 
tice. My faith in woman is too strong 
to believe that they will ever choose to do 
the evil things which geem so alluring to 
many men. 

“Never in the history of the world have 
the opportunities for woman's zedAvance- 
ment been so great. The doors of our high- 
est institutions of learning stand open to 
her, and she may enter any profession for 
which she chooses to equip herself. Sci- 
ence, art and letters all invite her and 
everything encourages her highest aims. 
If in spite of these conditions some poor 
woman occasionally strays off into an er- 
ratic course like a wandering star, let us 
woo her back by setting before her the 
highest ideals of womanhood.

@ bild Study. 


The Constitution of Sunday before last 
contained a request from a teacher for 
more light on the subject of child study. 
She adds that she has been told there are 
grave reasons why the subject should be 
left to physicians. This statement is a 
strange error. First, because much of child 
study, does not require a physician. How- 
ever, true child study could never have 
reached its present stage without the a‘d 
of physicians and expert psychologists. But 
teachers can certainly apply the conclus.ons 
reached by these experts—many of these 
conclusions being of ‘vital importance to 
every teacher. That this is true is test'- 
fied to by thousands of kindergarten, pri- 
mary and public schoolteachers, and even 
Sunday school teachers. At Chautauqua, 
N_ Y.,. last summer child study in the 
Sunday schools was one of the regular 
courses. One ch'ld study auth6rity de- 
clares teachers have a right to. call for 
something specific, important, definite 
which ean be put within reach of the ordi- 
nary teacher. The gréStest authorities ev- 
erywhere concur in this—to do first that 
which is of most practical importance, It 
is very necessary to keep this truth in 
mind, else may one fail to notice the things 
which cry for remedy; like the philosopher 
who. moralizing upon the beauty of the 
Stars, fell into the ditch. 

The Illinois Society for Child Study is 
the oldest, largest and most influential 


slate organization on this subject in the | 
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United States. One of its pamphlet books 
cons.sts entirely of answers received from 
eighteen of the most distinguished cniid 
Study authorities in America and England 
in replies to the question (in substance), 
What does ohild study contain which 
fs of most importance in the schoolroom? 
Their answers cover a great variety of 
topics, from the first step of child study 
to its high school work. Another of its 
little books is filled with the replies of 
public school teachers in response. to the 
query: What in child study hes helped you 
most in your daily practical work of educa- 
ton, in your treatment of children, physi- 
cally, mentally and morally? The major- 
ity of these replies indicate that the ex- 
amination of physical defects—defects of 
Sight, hearing, the nervous system, éetc., 
is the bed rock of child study, and is that 
which in practical importance should pre- 
cede everything else. -Some of these replies 
are pathetic in the extreme, many teach- 
ers confessing that these examinations (de- 
tailed descriptions of which are given) 
forced them to see that they had in many 
cases been requiring Lttle children to make 
bricks without straw; children so pitifully 
handicapped by defective senses as to be 
absolutely unable to do the tasks required 
of them, hence had often been unjustly 
blamei. 1 wish that teachers and any 
others interested in children could examine 
in detail some of these reports, every one 
of which deals only with what has been 
practicaily tried and found helpful. For 
then I am sure that many a bright teacher 
wou.d pursue the study because of its many 
gided interesting features, if for no other 
reason, and many a teacher would, be- 
cause it enabled her to do better what 
her hand had found to do. If there are any 
who think that child study is all so serious 
as to be dry as dust, they are mistaken. I 
have never laughed more than I have over 
some of the revelations occurr ng in ths 
study. But a newspaper is hardly the 
court in which to try this 
subject. For the clear, minute 
explanation of even a few of its most im- 
portant points, would require more space 
than our society editor could sparé, rec- 
ognized friend of education though she is.
